LONDON. Nov. 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A.dispatch to the 
Times from Teheran says that 12,000 
persons have perished in an earthquake 
at Kuchan. Ten thousand bodies have 
already been recovered, and 2000 are 
still in the ruins. Fifty thousand cattle 
have been killed so far. The shocks 
still continue. 


THE ITALIAN SCANDALS. 


A Mob Makes a Demonstr.iicn Before the 
Chambe of D_puties. 

ROME, Nov.. 26,—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A serious disturbance 
took place, this evening, on the Piazza 
Cilonia. A mob of workmen began to 
make threatening demonstrations be- 
fore the Chamber of Deputies and ut- 
ter loud and violent cries. The police 
ordered the mob to disperse which, 
however, only served to still further 
enrage the indignant workmen, who 
continued to shout, “‘To prison with 
the thieves!" “Down with the male- 
factors!”’ 

The police charged, scattering the 
workmen and after a hard fight, mak- 
ing a number of arrests. Later, the mob 
attempted to reassemble, causing the 
police to make another charge and 
dispersing the rioters, who were loud 
in threats of venegance upon _ those 


concerned in the bank scandals. The 


police communicated with the military 
authorities, and can, at short notice, 
have a strong force of troops sent to 
their assistance. At 10 p.m. the Cab- 
inet crisis was continued, but it was 
though that all danger of further riot- 
ing was past. 
NO SOLUTION. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The Times cor- 
respondent at Rome _ says that no 
progress has been made toward a so- 
lution of the crisis although King 
Humbert has summoned all leading 
Italian statesmen. 


THE AFRICAN CAMPAIGN, 


Gen. Martinez Campo Will Be Sent to 
Melilla. 

MADRID, Nov. 26—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The negative result 
of the conference at Melilla, between 
Ben Marcias and Muley Araat, the 
Sultan's brother, nearly led to a Cab- 
inet crisis. At a meeting of the Cab- 
inet yesterday evening, Minister Ga- 
mezo declared if the Minister of War 
maintained it was impossible to im- 
mediately commence active operations 


against the Moors, it was evident the» 


ministry ought to resign. ; 
Premier Sagasta opnosed the idea 
of the’ ministers resigning, and con- 
cluded by asking for time to thor- 
oughly consider the matter under dis- 
cussion 


before the meeting of 
the Cabinet. Minister of War 
Dominquez informed some per- 


sonal friends that he was determined 
to resign, unless he was given chief 
command at MeliNa, while retaining 
the portfolio of war during his absence 
from Spain.

Gen. Martinez Cam- 
po declares that he proposes to start 
for Melilla tomorrow. He believes the 
campaign will be short and decisive.

A FAMILY FEUD. 


It Results in the Death of Five 
Persons. 


Clinton Jordan’s Terrible Crime—Tre Mar- 
derer Takes His Own Life—His 
Flesh Burned from 
His Body.

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) A special to the Sen- 
tinel from Seymour, Ind., says that, as 
the result of a family feud, five persons 
are dead tonight, in a country home 
several miles east of this city. Four 
years ago, Clinton Jordan married the 
daughter of Joshua Foster. Last week 
they separated, and she returned home 


to her father. 


Last night Jordan accompanied his 
father-in-law home. Jordan promised 
to behave, but soon after began tuo 
quarrel. Foster ordered him out, when 
Jordan fired, but missed him, the bal! 
striking Cora Foster, aged 17, in the 
head, killing her instantly. A second 
shot hit Foster in the head, and he 
fell, but he soon arose, and ran about 
half a mile, to the home of another 
son-in-law, William Powell, where he 
fell and lingered until late this after- 
noon, when he died. 

Jordan then turned his revolver to- 
ward Mrs. Foster, causing a wound in 
the neck, from which she died tonight. 
Jordan's wife attempted to defend her 
mother, and he stabbed her repeatedly 
in the breast, hands and face, and 
ended by shooting her through the 
head. Jordan then sent a ball through 
his heart. He dropped dead. The pis- 
tol: was placed so close to his breast 
that Jordan’s clothing caught fire and 


‘literally burned off him, the skin drop- 


ping from his body when it was lifted. 
and the corpse presented a_ horrible 
sight. 

Foster was 60 years old, and his wife 
50. Mrs. Jordan was only 18 years of 
age. Jordan had an unsavory reputa- 
tion, and when drinking, which he 
often did, was ugly and quarrelsome. 
All of the other victims were peaceful 
‘a orderly citizens.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The dastardly work 
of train-wreckers caused’ a bad smash- 
up this forenoon on the coast division 
of the Southern Pacific, in the out- 
skirts of this city. The switch connect- 
ing with the short spur of track near 
the House of Correction was thrown 
open, and the red and green switch- 
lights were changed, so that the main 
track appeared to be all right when a 
heavy freight-train from San Jose, 
drawn by two engines, came over the 
road. 

The train plunged in upon the short 
siding. The engineers and firemen, and 
two brakemen on the front cars, 
jumped for their lives, and were only 
slightly bruised. One engine and six 
cars were almost completely destroyed, 
however, and the other engine and 
other cars badly damaged.

‘GENERAL RAINFALL.

FEEDING UNEMPLOYED. 


arloads of Provisions for Starving Miners 

in Wisconsin. 

HURLEY (Wis.,) Nov. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Gov. George W. Peck 
and military staff spent today on Gvo- 
gebic Range, furnishing relief to the 
idle and suffering miners, several thou- 
sand of whom have been out of work 
for many months, and are almost in a 
starving condition. Gov. Peck and party 
came on a special train that brought 
two full carloads of provisions and 
clothing. The Governor and party vis- 
ited scores of houses, questioning’ the 
people and looking into their wants. 
Many pitiable cases of destitution 
were discovered. 

Th® mines began shutting down last 
June, and at present there is not a sin- 
gle mine in operation on the entire 
range. a region that mined something 
like ten million tons of ore last year. 
Altogether about fifteen thousand peo- 
ple are in a helpless condition, but 
they are not near so badly off as the 
miners across the Hne in Michigan. 

Gov. Rich of Michigan yesterday is- 
sued an appeal for aid for the unem- 
ployed on the Upper Peninsula, and 
one carload of provisions started from 
Lansing to Ironwood and Bessemer An 
official of Ironwood stated to an Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent that the 
men are getting desperate, and unless 
aid came within a few days there 
would be an outbreak and bread riots. 
Thus far, the unemployed have been 
very orderly. but they are now desper- 
ate from -continued destitution. To 
add to the horror of the situation in 
Ironwood, there has been a typhoid- 
fever epidemic: The indications are 
that about ten or twelve thousand peo- 
ple will have to be fed and clothed 
until spring. 


PRACTICALLY UNCHANGED.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) United States Treas- 
urer D. N. Morgan has submitted to 
Secretary Carlisle his annual report on 
the operations and conditions of the 
treasury. It shows the net ordinary rev- 
enues for the fiscal year of 1893 to be 
$385,819,628, an increase of $30,881,844 
over the previous year. The net ordi- 
nary expenditures were $383,447,554, an 
increase of $38,454,623. There is a de- 
crease of $7,772,779 in the surplus rev- 
enues, reducing them *to $2,341,674. 

Including the public debt, the total 
receipts were $732,871,2714, and the total 
expenditures $775,007,998. The public 
funds amounted, on June 30, 1892, to 
$786,351,895, and June 30, 1893, $746,538,655. 
There was left a reserve, or general 
fund, of $187,012,840, in 1892, and $168.- 
167,391 in 1893. The actual available 
working balance was $165,945,886, and 
$156,295,696, on two dates respectively. 
By September 30; this balance was di- 
minished $149,250,268, owing to a defi- 
ciency in the revenues. 

In seven months, beginning last De- 
cember, upward of $81,000,000 was drawn 
out of the treasury in the redemption 
of notes, and the gold reserve was re- 
duced, during the same period, by $29,- 
000,000. During the next three months, 
with light redemption and a deficiency 
of $19,900,000 in the revenue, the treas- 
ury lost $15,000,000 of gold, but the re- 
serve fell off only $2,000,000... .... 

The amount of gold during the fiscal 
year was the largest ever taken out of the 
country or brought into it in a like pe- 
riod, being upward of $108,600,000 and 
$102,000,000 of it was drawn out of the 
treasury by the presentation of legal 
tender notes. With the exception of 
an increase of $45,500,000 in the amount 
of treasury notes issued in the purchase 
of silver bullion, and a decrease of $80,- 
000,000 in the combined volume of gold 
certificates and currency certificates 
there has been, the report says, no im-— 
portant change in the public debt. 

According to the revised estimate, 
the total stock of money of all kinds 
in the country on June 30, was $2,- 
323,547,977, or nepprly .$51,000,000 less 
than last year. The contraction took 
place notwithstanding the addition of 
$45,500,000 to the stock of silver, and 
an increase of. $6,000,000 in outstanding 
bank notes, and was caused by the 
exports of gold... In July, however, 
there began a heavy return movement 
of metal, supported by a rapid expan-

The redemptions of United States 
paper currency have been unusually 
heavy, amounting to $377,000,000 
in fifteen months ended with 
October.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Duty on Refined Sugar Reduced—The 
McKinley Bounty. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Democratic 
members of the Committee on Ways 
and Means completed their tariff bill 
last night, near midnight, the last item 
finally acted upon being the sugar 
schedule. The new bill to be promul- 
gated tomorrow will show the following 
changes in the sugar schedules: 

The duty on refined sugar was re- 
duced from one-half to one-fourth of 
a cent per pound; raw sugar remains 
free of tax. The McKinley bounty is 
repealed progressively; that is, one- 
eighth each year, so that at the 
end: of eight years it is to cease en- 
tirely. 

The bill will be laid before the full 
membership of the Ways and Means 
Committee tomorrow morning. So 
far, the Republicans on the committee 
know nothing of the bill, except the 
knowledge derived from newspaper re- 
ports, and it is not expected that to- 
morrow’s meeting will be a ‘‘delibera- 
tive’ one. The measure will be 
adopted by a strict party vote. It 
is now definitely announced that the in- 
ternal revenue schedule will be _ re- 
served untila later date, as it is not vet 
completed. The changes this 
feature of the law, however, will be 
slight. 

In general terms, the new tariff bill 
may be called a radical measure. The 
list will include wool, iron ore, 
coal, cotton, ties, copper, lumber, choco- 
late, salt, binding-twine, flax, lead ore 
and many other articles of less im- 
portance. After two months’ delibera- 
tion on wool and woolen goods, the 
committee finally decided to adopt the 
Springer policy of the last Congress, 
and the wool and woolen schedule will 
be as follows:. All wools, hair of 
camel, goat, alpaca and other like 
animals, and all wool and hair on the 
Skin, all waste valued at not more 
than 30 cents per pound, will be rated 
at 35 per cent., which is the ad valorem 


rate under the present law, without the 


specific duty which that bill provides... ; 

On all woolen and worsted manu- 
factures, valued at not more than 30 
cents per pound, a duty of 40 per cent. 
is imposed; on blankets, hats. or wool 
flannels and underwear, valued at not 
more than 30 cents per pound, a duty 
of 25*°per cent; when valued at not more 
than 50 cents per pound, a duty of 30 
per cent; when valued at more than 
50 cents per pound,a duty of 25 per 
cent. On the schedule which includes 
women’s and children’s dress-goods, 
coat-linings, Italian cloths, etc., the 
warp of which is cotton or other vege- 
table matter, of a value not exceeding 
15 cents per square yard, a duty of 35 
per cent. is placed. On women’s and 
children’s dress-goods, etc., wholly or 
in part wool, worsted, et¢., the duty is 
fixed at 40 per cent. 

On clothing, ready-made and articles 
of wearing apparel, a duty of 45 per 
cent. is placed. On cloaks, etc., for la- 
dies and children, a-duty of 45 per 
cent., and on webbing, suspenders, bolt- 
ing, binding, braids, galloons, fringes, 
etc., 40 per cent.; on common carpets 
the duty will be about 35.per cent., and 
on the finer grades of carpets, all of 
which are taxed 40. cent. in the 
Springer bill, the duty in this bill is 

Steel rails will probably be put at 
$8 or $9 a ton. Pig iron will probably be 
put at 5 per cent,, while bar iron will 
be reduced about 50 per cent. The rate 
on nearly all the manufactures of cot- 
ton will be 40 per cent. Manufactures 
of flax, hemp and jute will be greatly 
reduced, in view of placing raw ma- 
terials on the free list. The compound 
duty on collars and cuffs, it is said; will 
be abandoned, and nothing left but an 
ad valorem rate of 35 or 45 per cent. 
The chinaware schedule will probably 
be reduced 10 per cent.

TRADE REVIEW. 


Climate and Its Relation 
to Business. 


Lugubrious Efforts of Eastern 
Trade Journals to 


Explain Why ‘‘Repeal’’ Did Not Come 
Up to Expectations. 


Two Recent ‘‘Dirty’’ Pailures in San Fran- 
cisco Show Where California Laws 
are Retrogressive— What the 
Chronicle Says. 


With the coming of the holiday sea- 
son, business keeps on its forward 
tread with a steady gait. In ordinary 
years this statement would seem most 
commonplace, for if there is one sea- 
con in the year when hearts are opened, 
and with them the possessors’ pocket- 
books, is is during the period in which 
occur the winter holidays. But this, 
as every one knows more or less to 
his sorrow, has been a most unusual 
year, and any sign that betokens an 
increase in trade and commerce can 
only be considered in the light of pos- 
itive improvement. To be able to chron- 
icle that things are not going backward 
is, in itself, a most excellent omen. 

Of course, after the Ist of January 
there will come the customary relapse, 
and for a few weeks sales will be 
smaller. In the snow-clad Eastern States 
this midwinter lull in business some- 
times continues until spring goods come 
into demand. But in this “glorious 
climate,’’ where cattle do not have to 
be shut up in stalls, or fruits and veg- 
etables stacked in heated barns during 
the early months of the year, the win- 
ter dull season is only a matter of a 
week or two. With the constantly-rip- 
ening citrus fruits, and such berries and 
vegetables which may now be consid- 
ered as indigenous to our winter soil, 
there is always some money floating 
around, and the middlemen of com- 
erce are kept busy exchanging articles 
of consumption for those of production. 
‘lhese latter are then shipped to other 
markets, and Eastern money, which 
as been laid by for a rainy (or snowy) 
day, floats into our coffers. Certainly 
there is much in a climate that adapts 
itself with such ease to our welfare. 

SLOWER IMPROVEMENT EAST. 

Eastern reports also show improve- 
ment, but it is more like the tedious 
convalescence from a chronic disease 
than the steady, healthward. tendency 
of a temporary sufferer. Eastern finan- 
cial journals, which ascribed all the 
ccuntry’s ills to the silver-purchasing 
act, are now compelled to admit that 
the result of repeal is not so notice- 
able, nor as widespread as they pre- 
dicted. Explanations are now indulged 
in which would hive appeared silly had 
they been incorporated in the tirade 
of. abuse leyeled at the much-maligned 
law. But in business, as in other 
sciences, it appears to be good policy 
to ascribe failure to ‘‘something,”’ an‘ 
to “stay with it.”” When the thing is 
all over, men with words at their com- 
mand begin to explain, while those 
bereft of this most charming accom- 
plishment, are satisfied to listen with 
profound respect. It was ever thus. 

Dun’s Review, in commenting on the 
business for the ending Novembe} 
18, has this to say: 

“Business is gaining, but it is a con- 
stant complaint that the improvement 
is slow. This is because very few re- 
hlize how heavy a load business has to 
drag after it in climbing up again. 
Legislative uncertainties weigh heav- 
ily, but other loads many overlook. 
The past depression, with trading and 
manufacturing failures involving more 
than $235,000,000 in nine months, be- 
sides banking failures of enormous lia- 
bilities, and failures of railway and 
other corporations having heavy in- 
debtedness to individuals and firms, 
involve continual embarrassments 
There 

as béen great encouragement during 
the past week in the fact that Novem- 
ber payments are far more satisfactory 
than was feared, and yet the exten- 
sions of the month would have seemed 
alarming in other years. Merchants 
who collect part of the amount due are 
rejoiced, but their buying power is not 
as large as wsual. The extraordinary 
shrinkage in purchases for consump- 
tion, if lessening, has still made it im- 
possible for many firms to go on as be- 
fore, and the largest failure of the past 
week, that of the Thurber, Whyland 
‘Co., illustrates embarrassments which 
cannot ,be terminated in a week or a 
month. 

‘Monetary difficulties no longer 
hinder. It is true the treasury cash 
has fallen to $97,388,595, of which only 
$85,490,891 was gold, but there is no 


such alarm as there was when the gold. 


reserve alone went below $100,000,000. 
Business is not leaning on the treas- 
ury, and it is well that it is not. 
receipts for t month thus far are 
about’ $5,000,000 less than expenses, and 
the imports in October decreased about 
$20,000,000, partly because of inflated 
valuation of goods imported last year. 
Weekly imports at New York decrease, 
in part, from the same cause. But, 
while the imports in October were only 
$51,641,782, and exports of products $84,- 
685,815, yet the enormous balance on 
merchandise accounts brought net im- 
ports of only $1,000,000 gold. The ex- 
ports represent a large increase in the 
quantity of products sold, but at lower 
prices, while in place of merchandise 
imported, it is evident that there have 
been large imports of securities from 
abroad. ‘The banks of New York hold 
a great surplus, and the fact now 
comes out that of the clearing-house 
certificates recently issued, three banks 
took from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 each, 
indicating the magnitude of stock foans 
carried over.”’ 
THE WEEK’S FAILURES. 

Failures for the week number 324 in 
the United States ard 36 in Canada; 
total 260, against 395 the preceding 
week, and 240 for the corresponding 
week last year, of which 205 were in 
the United States and 35 in Canada. 
While slightly less numerous than for 
previous weeks, there were’ several 
failures of considerable importance, 
notably the Thurber-Whyland failure 
in New York city. 

THE TORREY BILL. 

Some weeks ago, while Congress was 
still in session and the lower Hotse 
was debating the Torrey bankruptcy 


“bill, The Times, in its commercial col- 


umn, devoted considerable space in ex- 
planation of the. proposed benefits to 
be derived from the act under discus- 
sion. One of these points was that a 
national bankruptcy law would do 
away with the present lop-sided sys- 
tem of different codes of procedure in 
each State and Territory. In this re- 
spect California seems to outrank the 
rest of the States in the facility with 
which outside creditors can be cinched, 
which was strikingly demonstrated by 
a recent failure in this city. That such 
a condition of affairs is entirely unfair, 
and that honest California merchants, 
who have some regard for their credit, 
must, in the natural order of business 
events, be the final and heaviest suf- 
ferers, goes without saying. Two very 
“nasty” failures in San Francisco re- 
cently have impelled the Chronicle. to 


publish some plain opinions regarding. 


the matter. In an editorial 


last 


The 


Wednesday that paper had the follow- 
ing to say under the head of ‘‘Another 
Commercial Disgrace’’: 

“In connection with a recent exten- 
sive failure in San Francisco, the 
Chronicle took occasion to call attention 
to the disgraceful and dishonorable 
methods which havw been too fre- 
quently pursued, whereby Eastern and 
foreign creditors have been unfairly 
dealt with, or, to put the matter plainly, 
robbed in the courts and trade organ- 
izations of this city. We pointed out 
that the laws of California, which per- 
mit, or, at least, make it possible for 
such things to occur, are absolutely 
peculiar to this State; that, except in 
Nevada, there is no other State in the 
Union in which a foreign creditor can- 
not attach in the same way as a resi- 
dent. And we showed that the local 
creditors, conspiring with a dishonest 
merchant who has bought goods in the 
East or in Europe, may and do absorb 
all of the bankrypt’s assets by attach- 
ments, and therf arrange to keep him 
out of insolvency and to divide the as- 
sets among themselves, to the entire 


exclusion of the absent creditors. 


“These disgraceful proceedings are, as 
we said, an injury to every honest mer- 
chant in the State. Inevitably, if they 
continue, the credit of the merchants of 
California ,will be seriously impaired. 
And, therefore, something ought to be 
done. Business men and merchants, 
for their own protection and for the 
commercial credit of the State, should 
petition Congress to pass the pending 
national bankrupt bill. 

“We are led to these suggestions by 
the account which appeared in the 
Chronicle yesterday of another dis- 
graceful failure, whereby certain mer- 
chants of New York appear to have 
been choused out of some $90,000. A 
few more affairs of this kind in San 
Francisco may serve to awaken the 
merchants of California to the danger 


which threatens their commercial credit 
and standing.’’ 


MADE A MISTAKE. 


Desperadoes Hold Up the Wrong Train—Two 

; Arrests. 

GOSHEN (Ind.,) Nov. 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The first section of 
train No. 60, the fast meat express be- 
tween Chicago and New York, pulled 
into this city last night with eight des- 
perate robbers on board. Between this 
city and Elkhart they made repeated 
efforts to uncouple a number of cars 
with the idea, it is believed, of wreck- 
ing the fast express train which passes 
here close behind the meat train. 

No. 60 left Elkhart at 1:23 this morn- 
ing, and when a mile away, the crew 
found eight men concealed between the 
cars. The men made an effort to un- 
couple the last ten cars, but they 
failed, after a hard fight by trainmen. 
Five miles fumther, another attempt 
was made to uncouple the cars, and a 
second fight resulted, which lasted until 
the train was on the point of pull- 
ing. into Goshen. Conductor John 
Hickok and two brakemen were badly 
battered in the struggle. The engineer 
whistled for assistance, and in a few 
minutes two officers and a crowd of 
citizens congregated at the train, but 
the robbers made their escape, taking 
with them the watches of several train- 
men and small sums of money. 

Late in the night a man giving his 
name as Henry Zimmerman was ar- 
rested, and $4, the amount taken from 
one brakeman, was found in his shoe. 
William Cone Was also taken into cus- 
tody, and $12 taken from Conductor 
Hickok was found upon him. It is be- 
lieved by all the officials that the men 
intended to leave uncoupled cars on the 
track with the idea of wrecking the ex- 
press train and plundering it. Presi- 
dent Newell offered a reward of $300 for 
each bandit captured.

Eliminate Party Politics from Municipal 
Affairs. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 23.—(To the 


Editor of The Times,) The Times has 
hit .the nail on the head and driven it 
flush when it says we should eliminate 
politics 
affairs. 
The prime evil, as it seems to me, 
results from the custom of allowing 
the big parties to control municipal 
elections, which permits the experi- 
enced begses and wire-pullers (who 
can always rely on a crowd of fol- 
lowers in their party) to haye too 
much influence in making and élect- 
ing a ticket. It fosters the growth of 
political leeches who find their richest 
feed in municipal administration. 

Our political parties are primarily 
the outgrowth of issues which affect 
the country at large, and the only use 
they can be put to in local affairs is 
to so band voters together that certain 
cliques of political jobbers can ac- 
complish their ambitions and desires 
for office. But there is no reason why 
those of us who agree on 
politicak questions of the day should 
be expected to cast our votes together 
when it comes to the choice of local 
officials, whose main duties are as 
distantly removed from any contact 
with questions of national policy, as 
China is from Patagonia. As matters 
which concern the people at local elec- 
tions are divided on such different 
lines it is absurd to think of opinions 
remaining divided on distinctions so 
arbitrary. We _might as well expect 
all Republicans to be Unitarians, or 
all Democrats to be Catholics. 

Under prevailing circumstances a 
man will generally vote the ticket of 
his own party because he sees no bet- 
ter way, or, perhaps, because he has 
some confidence in the local managers 
of his party (a very natural prejudice,) 
and is willing to believe they have se- 
lected a good ticket. But as a matter 


from our city and county 


of fact, in local politics there is 
usually just as much corruption 
in one party as the other. Per- 


haps that might not be so if we 
had a hand in it, but it is so, and will 
be so, so long as we allow the afore- 
said jobbers to run it. 

The remedy for this evil would ap- 
pear to be in the adoption of a more 
independent fashion of nominating 
tickets. Our present law, requiring 
the filing of election tickets, under the 
Australian ballot system, encourages 
the growth of independent political 
movements, and makes it possible for 
a collection of well-meaning citizens 
to promulgate a ticket of its own at 
any election. If a few public-spirited 
men would take the initiative, and as- 
sume the responsibility of starting an 
independent movement of this kind at 
every municipal election, it would not 
be long before our system of selecting 
city and county officials would be 
greatly improved. 

It is travesty on free government 
that men of so small caliber are al- 
lowed the running of things in local 
politics. If our tax bills are any in- 
dication, it would seem better to be 
governed by a plutocracy than to be 
under the beck and call of the kind 


of rulers we are having now. People 
who want good government must as- 
sociate themselves more intimately 
with the work of bringing it about. 
No merchant would think of permit- 
ting his business to be carried on 
without some personal attention on 
his part. No more should we in our 
public business if we desire good re- 
sults. But, if we don’t care enough 
about our municipal business to look 
after it ourselves we can expect those 
who assume that duty to use their 
own methods and adjust their own

ST. PAUL'S. EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Owing to the fact that the usual con- 
gregation at St. Paul’s Protestant Epis- 
copal Church far outnumbered the seat- 
ing capacity, the rector, Rev. John 
Gray, looks forward to seeing the 
church edifice materially enlarged and 
improved at an early’ day, as the neces- 
sities of the case seem urgently to de- 
mand. It may have been that inspir- 
ation which kindled the rector’s words 
to such intensity, in his sermon yester- 
day morning, the subject chosen being 
“Strength and Beauty.” 

The text was: ‘‘Honor and majesty are 
before Him; strength and beauty are 
in His sanctuary,’ Psalm xcvi, 6. 

Mr. Gray, after the prefatory remark 
that one hardly need enter into defense 
of the worship of God, and of the 
strength and beauty that should be 
accorded to Him, spoke for some little 
time’ in a reminiscent vein. It is the 
custom nowadays, he said, to ignore the 
past, to be overpowered by the present. 
On every hand we hear overcultured 
conversation concerning the supersti- 
tions of the past. It is a time of many 
books, of much learning, and out of this 
life of friction and conflict of opinion 
high truths are being born. 

He then went back and pictured the 
life of the children of Israel, who, for 
hundreds of years worshiped in tents 
in the wilderness, until finally they be- 
came a people of opulence and position 
in the world. Then different appoint- 
ments for divine worship were ordered, 
and the temple resulted, that great and 
majestic seat and throne of the old 
religion, the name of which has been 
perpetuated throughout all generations, 
and that shall be remembered forever 
and ever. He spoke of the days of our 
Lord, when He found His way to that 
temple as a child, guided by His 
mother; and of a later time, when 
His young lif? was there filling with 
glory and beauty and power. The 
majesty and magnificence of that house 
marks the period of its existence as 
unrivaled in the grandeur of public wor- 
ship. 

Shall we say, then, that all that adds 
to the glory and beauty of worship 
shall be cast aside? Can we say for 
aA moment that the magnificent build- 
ings at our nation’s capital, with their 
beautiful adornments, shall be obliter- 
ated, that they may not be in danger 
of being trampled upon? Or shall such 
outward monuments as these receive 
especial attention, while God's house of 
worship goes threadbare. Is not the de- 
velopment of the spirit analagous to 
and contemporaneous with the work of 
the hands? 

Strength’ has various relations and 
various forms, What appeals to our 
eye sometimes as strength, is but the 
form of strength. Yet, as we learn to 
use forms, their strength often be- 
comes apparent. We are apt to look 
ai the primeval periods from afar off, 
and see them in their purity and 
beauty; and yet we do not dare to take 
them down and put them into practical 
questions of today. If they weuld 
come out like pure gold they must be 
put into the fire and tried. We livein 
an age of culture, refinement, develop- 
ment; and is it meet that we should 
worship in four square walls and on 
board planks always? Is it true that 
Christ's religion is to be marked only 
by the practice of cold principles, while 
the warmest affections of our natures 
must go untouched? No, we must not 
set aside as weakness this love of 
beauty. When God gave to His, an- 
cient people beauty, He drew out of a 
developing and progressive nature all 
that was richest; and He likewise 
opened the coffers of heathen nations 
and took tribute of gold, and cedars, 
and precious things. 

if we are able to ht 
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worship—never again will the church 
be able to separate strength from 
beauty, and beauty from harmony. 
For God has taught that He would 
have the offerings as well as the wor- 
ship of our hearts. 

Allusion was made to the great cath- 
olic ((Protestant Episcopal) church of 
St. John the Evangelist, in the city of 
New York, designed to be a central 
dome of living worship and _ living 
beauty; after which the speaker closed 
with a reference to Los Angeles—a city 
where beauty blossoms by the way- 
side, where gravitates the strength of 
the life of the nation, where the air is 
full of incense, like a great altar. 

“Shall we not, in this church, in this 
city, plant those things that shall blos- 
som with beauty; draw the suffering 
souls of men and the weak in body 
into an open door, where they may 
find that which shall appeal to them; 
shall we not set the beauty and the 
strength of God in this sanctuary? It 
is a sacred work. And then, when our 
work is finished, may it please God 
that we shall.open our eyes on the 
glorious beauty of that house whose 
light is the presence of Him whose 
majesty fills the heavens.”’

During the four Sundays in Advent 
Rev. Mr. Gray will preach upon some 
special phases of thought which he 
finds here, and a strong effort will be 
made to interest the laboring people 
and draw them into the influences of 
the church. 

ST. JOHN’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

The beautiful Episcopal church of St. 
Johns was comfortably filled yesterday 
morning by an attentive congregation, 
which took part in the services most 
heartily. The singing was a very 
devotional type, and was ell ren- 
dered by a large vested choir. Three 
persons were baptized. Rev. B. W. 
R. Tayler, the rector, preached a 
thoughtful and practical discourse on 
Acts xxi,-29: “For they had seen be- 
fore with him in the city, Trophimus, 
an Ephesian, whom they supposed that 
Paul had brought into the temple.’ 

A vivid picture was drawn of the 
condition of the church in Jerusalem 
in apostolic days. The pictures of 
unity and harmony, which are some- 
times held up to our eyes, are in cer- 
tain instances overdrawn. Men's pas- 
sions raged as fiercely then as now. 
Malcontents and busy-bodies in the 
church mingled with the spiritually- 
minded and the devoted. True, we find 
as glorious characters then as we ever 
have found either in sacred or profane 
history, but we also find persons whose 
conceptions never rise above those 
trivial concerns which fill up their hori- 
zon, and which obscure their vision of 
those things which are larger and 
wider. They think that their angle of 
vision is necessarily the right angle 
from which to see things. It is true 
that these men invariably constituted 
a minority in the church, but a violent 
and factious minority can always im- 
pede the wheels of progress. So it was 
not all plain sailing in the church in 
her infant days, nor in the dark ages, 
nor yet in Reformation times. _In- 
deed, it is a matter of doubt as to 
whether there ever existed a,time when 
men in the church were as tolerant of 
other Fe sa religious views as they 
are today. 

In the church at Jerusalem a small 
but aggressive minority were not in 
harmony with the order of _ things. 
When St. Paul returned to Jerusalem, 
and brought greetings and offerings 
from the churches which h@had planted 
in Gentile lands, this faction, composed 
of turbulent spirits, made his appearance 
a signal for hostilities. They accused 
him of teaching that the laws and or- 
dinances of the Mosaic covenant were 
not. obligatory upon those Jews dwell- 
ing in Gentile lands who had been bap- 
tized into the Christian church. Al- 
though St. Paul met their objections, 
they still waited an opportunity to 
work him an injury. This opportunity 
they found when the apostle was seen 
on the streets of Jerusalem with Tro- 
phimus. Upon this slender evidence 
they inflamed the populace against 
him, accusing him of polluting the tem- 
ple by taking Greeks into it. Taking 
a Gentile into the temple would have 
been a terrible profanation. They did 
not see that they were profaning the 
temple of their own manhood and in- 
tellect by supposing a thing which had 
never occurred. 

This fault of supposing things is not 
unknown in our day. We are in too 
great a hurry to pronounce judgment 
on a case before we hear the other 
side stated. We should cultivate a 
more judicial frame of mind. There is 
no end to the worry and misery and 
heart burnings which we _ engender, 
when we do not have the patience, 
courage and manly generosity to get 
at facts before we formulate ogr judg- 
ments. If it is noble to have perfect 
control of our tongue and of our body’ 
it is equally noble to control its 
thoughts, the mind, the judgment. Jus- 
tice is represented as blindfolded in 
order that she may weight the evidence 
without prejudice. We should school 


ourselves to refuse to pronounce judg- 


ment on anything until we had heard 
the other side. 

How are we to do tfis, you ask. 
Human nature you say is human 
nature. Yes, and if that is your argu- 
ment, if you are going to take cowardly 
refuge behind our corrupt and fallen 


human nature, and make that the un~ 


holy excuse for not trying to do bet- 
ter, you never will be able to cultivate 
a calm and judicial frame of mind, 
You will never bring the -thoughts of 
your heart into captivity to the law of 
Christ. But if you take that sinful 
human nature, not only as regards its 
actions, but also as regards its thoughts, 
its conceptions, its reasoning faculties, 
and pattern it after the blessed Christ, 
trying to realize His ideal, then we 
shall meet with success. Then we shall 
realize that our Christian profession 
involves the responsibility of trying to 
have a right judgment in all things. 

It is in the cnurch that we can best 
try to, develop a calm and unruffied 
manner of thinking. By the quiet 
rythm and flowing melody of her serv- 
ices, by the entire absence of those things 
which excite and inflame the pn na- 
tion, by the beauty and dignity o 
ritual, ‘“‘stately, solemn, measured 
slow,” all these things tend to keep the 
mind-in even balance and enrich the 
soul with the spirit of meditation and 
contemplation. There is In her serv- 
ices, no hurry and rush to have it all 
over and be done with; no excited and 
perfervid apppeals which tend to carry 
us off our feet and unbalance us. Is 
there not in this a lesson, that as the 
church approaches Almighty God with 
peacefuel mien and temper calm, that 
we should in the same temper and 
spirit approach our fellow man? Hay- 
ing this calmness of spirit, we shall not 
be like those Jews, who, because they 
saw the apostle with an Ephesian, sup- 
posed that he took him in to the 
temple, but we shall weigh and balance 
all accusations against our fellow man, 
and thus have a better opportunity of 
arriving at just judgments and honest 
conclusions. 

CENTRAL M. E. CHURCH. 

Rev. F. M. Larkin, pastor of the Cen- 
tral Methodist Episcopal Church, 
preached yesterday morning from the 
text found in Nnmbers xi,29, ‘‘Would 
God that all the Lord's peopie 
were prophets, and that the Lord would 
put His spirit upon them."’ The people 
had become weary of journeying 
through the desert, and of e food 
provided for them, and has begun to 
complain and grumble at Moses. 
Moses’ courage failed him, and he was 
ready to’ give up the work. of leadine 
these people, who were so ungrateful 
to the promised land, so I think many

| em. but Moses turned for | 
to appoint seventy elders to assist in 
the work.

A prophet was one who proclaimed 
the will of God. Moses was the first 
of the order of prophets sent by God 
to his oppressed brethren in Egypt. 

Priests belonged to one tribe, but 
prophets did not, and there was no 
qualification as to class, tribe or sex. 
The priesthood was done away with 
wien Christ became our great high 
priest, the one mediator between God 
and man, but we do need the work of 
the prophets, and every follower of the 
Lord Jesus ought to be a prophet in the 
truest sense, to exhort men to come to 
Christ, both by word and example, 
Too many churches expect the pastor 
to do all the Christian work. All ought 
to be workers as much as the pastor. 
On board the ship of Zion there are 
no cabin passengers, but every one is 
either an officer or a sailor who has a 
duty to perform. May the spirit of 
God so come upon us that we shall be 
ready and willing to do anything for 
the advancement of Christ’s kingdom. 
Let us put our shoulder to the wheel 
and help along the work of the Lord.

TEMPLE-STREET CHRISTIAN. ° 

Rev. A. C. Smither in the continua- 
tion of his series of sermons on “Our 
Perils,"” preached last night upon the 
“Perils from the Saloon.” He stated 
that the power of the liquor business 
in the United States was immense; 
that it had $1,000,000,000 invested in 
the liquor traffic; that 500,000 men were 
employed by it, and that its profits 
were greater than those of ten entire 
railroad systems of the United States. 
In Los Angeles there is about $4,500,000 
invested in the banking business; 
about $1,000,000 in the dry goods busi- 
ness, while there is nearly $2,000,000 
invested in the liquor business. The 
salcon has immense power. The drink 
bill of the United States is $900,000,000; 
its board bill is scarcely half that 
amount. The source of its power may 
be found in the drinking habit pro- 
duced by the need of a stimulant in- 
cident to our high civilization, by the 
desire to drown trouble in drink, and 
by the social habits of drinkers; in 
the great wealth, the firm organiza- 
tion and the .unscrupulous methods 
adopted by the liquor men. They do 
not hesitate to adopt every means to 
carry on their nefarious traffic. 

How shall the saloon be abolished? 
All friends of temperance should prac- 
tice total abstinence. Our churches 
men.and women alike, must be aroused 
to a sense of the great evil wrought 
by the saloon business. There must 
be a union of all temperance workers, 
irrespective of religious or political 
affiliation, who will overthrow this 
traffic by a continuous onslaught 
upon it. 

The gospel meeting of the Y.W.C.A. 
was held ai the First Congregational 
Church yesterddy afternoon, and was 
a Thanksgiving service, earnest, en- 
thusiastic and loyal to God and our 
country. 

It was opened by selections rendered 
by the string quartette of the associa- 
tion, and during the service two beau- 
tiful anthems were sung by the choir 


of the First Presbyterian Church. 


After the reading of the scriptures by 
Dr. Rose Bullard, and prayer by Mrs. 
Bassell. Miss Morse announced the 
hymn, ‘“‘America.”’ Before it was sung 
she asked Miss Clara Hull to speak of 
a wicture that was on the hom 
draped with an American battle flag. 
This was a beautiful representation of 
Dr. S. F. Smith, author of the grand 
hymn. Miss Hull said: “Dr. Smith is 
living in Newton Center, Mass., and has 
just celebrated his 85th birthday. It is 
interesting to know that in writing this 
hymn, Dr. Smith had no thought of it 
becoming a national hymn. It was 
simply the expression of his own pat- 
riotism and his recognition of our 
“Father’s God.” as the “Author of 
Liberty,” but for sixty-one years it has 
been our national hymn.”

DECEMBER WEATHER. 


Data Compiled from Observations for Pifteen 
Years. 

The chief of the Weather Bureau fur- 
nishes for publication the following 
data, compiled from the record of obser- 
vations for the month of December, 
taken at his station, for a period of 
fifteen years. 

It is believed that the facts thus set 
forth will prove of interest to the pub- 
lic, as well as the special student, show- 
ing, as they do, the average and ex- 


treme conditions of the more important , 


meteorological elements, and the ranre 
within which variations may be ex- 
pected to keep during any correspond- 
ing month: 

Temperature—Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 54 deg. The warmest Decem- 
ber was that of 1890, with an average of 
61 deg. The coldest December was that 
of 1884, with an average of 53 deg. The 
highest temperature during any De- 
cember was 88 deg., on December 3, 
1878. The lowest temperature during any 
December was 30 deg.,on December 14, 
1878, and December 25, 1879. 

Precipitation (rain.)\—Average for the 
month. 4.46 inches. Average number 
of days with .01 of an inch or more, 7. 
The greatest monthly precipitation was 
15.80 inches, in 1889. The least monthly 
Precipitation was .08 inches, in 1882. 
The greatest amount of precipitation 
recorded in any twenty-four consecu- 
tive hours was 4.30 inches on December 
11 and 12. 1889. 

Clouds and weather—Average number 
of cloudless days, 17. Average number of 
partly cloudy days, 9. Average number 
of cloudy days, 5. 

Wind—The prevailing winds have 
been from the northeast. The highest 
velocity of the wind during any Decem- 
ber was 37 miles on December 14, 1887.

MIDWINTER FAIR ATHLETICS. 

~ The preliminary arrangements made 
by the. Executive Committee of the 
athletic auxilary of the Midwinter Fair 
would tend to indicate that there is to 
be a revival and boom in bicycling the 
coming season, unprecedented in Cali- 
fornia, says the San Francisco Chron- 
icle. . 
The Executive Committee of the fair 
has given to the athletic auxiliary 
funds sufficient to build splendid 
athletic grounds just east of the south 
drive in the park—the grounds at pres- 
ent used for recreation purposes. It 
is the intention to put in a three-lap 
running track and a two or two and 
a half-lap bicycle track. The grounds 
will be used during the existence of the 
fair by the fair promoters, and to them 
will accrue the revenue which may be 
After the fair is 
over, the grounds-will be thrown open 
to the public as a general recreation 
grounds for the city, and, will un- 
doubtedly, be of lasting benefit to the 
community. 

Elwell & Rice, the engineers em- 
ployed by the Bay City Wheelmen in 
the construction of the track in Cen- 
tral Park have been instructed to pre- 

re preliminary drawings the 
icycle track. It is the intention to 
build it? with a banking of about six 
feet on the two ends, with stretches 
of aout thirty4five feet in width. 
This will give San Francisco a track 
that will be equaled by few, if any, 
tracks in the world. It is the intention 
to offer such prizes as will induce the 
attendance during the months of Apfil, 
May and June, 1894, of the very cream 
of the racing talent of the United 
States, and, in fact, of the world. 

Letters have already been sent to the 
Egstern cracks, requesting their pres- 
ence at this time. From some dis- 
patches which were sent during the 
past week it has been learned that 
some of the men who have recently 
been breaking records in the East will 
surely be in attendance, and no doubt 
the majority of the crack men will be 
on hand. 

The matter of bicycling has been 
left in the hands of George P. Wet- 
more, president of the Bay City Wheel- 
men. and a 0better choice could not 
have been made. He will appoint an 
advisory committee from the different 
sections of the State to assist him in 
arousing interest and promoting the 
work. It will be a great undertaking, 
and one of incalculable benefit to bi- 


-eycling. 


The track, such as it is intended to 
build, will give Zimmerman, Johnson, 
Sanger, Windle, Tyler, Dirnberger, 
Bliss and Foster a chance to show 
what fast bicycle racing really is, and 
to bring forth all the talent which may 
be latent in this State. 

FOOTBALL IN CALIFORNIA, 

The last few years have seen a great 
growth of the game of football in Cali- 
fornia. 


From the time of its inception the 
University of California has played the 
game. For over twelve years, until 
the season of 1888, the university team 
met and. vanquished every team that 
presented itself, and was so easily supe- 
rior that. frequently the inter-class 
games that were always maintained 
were the best contests at football dur- 
ng the year. 

n 1888 a team made up principally 
of Oakland High-school students yee! 
a game from the university by a score 
of 13 to 12 under a decision of the um- 
pire that was severely criticised at the 
time. The university wiped out the 
disgrace in a subsequent game. 

The present epoch of football in Cali- 
fornia dates from the opening of Stan- 
ford University in 1891. It is true the 
University of California always main- 
tained the game at a high standard 
and when Rugby rules were succeeded 


by the. intercollegiate, it promptly fo}- 


lowed the lead of Eastern colleges 
with whom it was always in close 
touch, and adopted the new game with 
all its regulations. But the ‘Varsity 
team had to play. athletic club teams 
and mixed teams, and never until the 
fall of 1891 had been given a chance to 
“go against’’ a college team that de- 
served the name. 

. The year 1891 saw fogtball firmly es- 
tablished as an. intercollegiate \sport. in 
California, when a Stanford University 


eleven was placed in the field against 
the University of California, and inter- 
est in the game rose to the greatest 
height when victory perched on the 
banners of the junior college and Stan- 
ford took the first game from the Uni- 
versity of California. This made the 
contest of 1892 one of intense interest. 


Phe teams lined up on Thanksgiving 


day of that year at the famous Haight- 
street grounds of San Francisco, on 
neutral territory, and in their perfect 
form showed the effect of the coacH- 
ing they had recéjved under McClung 
and Walter Camp. McClung had 
trained the University of California 
team, and their mass plays, with the 
clean work of Hunt and Henry behind 
the line, were a’ revelation to the 20,000 
geonte who blackened the field’ that 
ay. 

Stanford, having some clever runners 
among her material, had been drilled 
by Camp to put up good interference 
on plays around the end. After two 
exciting halves the game resulted in a 
draw, with a score of 10 to 10—two 
touch-downs and a goal for each. 

This Thanksgiving-day game, there- 
fore, is exciting the keenest interest. | 
The great Hefflefinger of Yale has been 
busy coaching the University of Cali- 
fornia boys, and ‘‘Pop”’ Bliss has been 
drilling the Stanford eleven. The U.C. 
team is detetmined to recover its lau- 
rels this year, while Stanford is just as 
determined to maintain the advantage 
won,

RAILROAD TAXES. | 


Problem as Yet Un- 
solved. 


Owes Not Yet Known — New 
_ Complications Constantly 


The San Francisco Examiner of Sat- 
urday publishes the following special 
dispatch from Sacramento regarding 
the railroad tax matter: 
' “How mich money does the South- 
ern Pacific Company owe the State and 
counties on account of the unpaid back 
taxes for the years 1880 to and includ- 
ing 1885? This same question, which 
was propounded in these dispatches 
last August, still remains unanswered. 
It was published at the time that the 

the 
railroad company saw fit to aid the 
Controller’s office in arriving at the 
exact amount. This prediction is now 
proving true. The records of the Con- 
troller’s office, made up from state- 
ments submitted by the various audi- 
tors, show that the railroad is indebted 
ta the State and counties in the neigh- 
borhood of only $600,000. Deputy Con- 
troller Douglas disputes the correct- 
ness of ‘these figures. He says that 
some of the auditors’ statements are 
incorrect, and do not give the infor- 
mation the auditors were asked to fur- 
nish. This he attributes to faulty 
bookkeeping in the counties. 

“E. Black Ryan, the tax agent of 
the Southern Pacific Company, agrees 
with Douglas. The tax agempjt claims 
that the railroad is indebted all the 
way from $40,000 to $80,000 less than 
the Controller’s books show. 

“A few days ago the Examiner pub- 
lished the Controller's figures. The 
very next day Tax Agent Ryan was 
closeted with Douglas in the Control- 
ler’s private office. Subsequently in 
San Francisco Mr. Ryan made known 
some matters in regard to the tax 
business which had not been heard at 
the capital. He said that the railroad 
company would make a tender to the 
State in order to save the company 
from being subject to penalties for the 
non-payment of the taxes on the last 
day allowed by law. He also gave out 
that one of the Controller’s clerks, 


streets and look ‘over the tax receipts. 

“Deputy Controller Douglas was 
asked if what Mr. Ryan said was cor- 
rect. He answered in the affirmative. 
The deputy then went on to say that 
the office could not possibly have a 
correct statement ready as to the 
amount of the company’s indebtedness 
on Monday, after which the taxes will 
become delinquent. It would be neces- 
sary for him to go to Fourth and 
Townsend streets to obtain schedule of 
the railroad tax receipts. 

“When it came to the settlement on 
Monday the statement of the State 
would be compared with the railroad’s 
Statement, In the event that there 
should be any dispute as to any of 
the counties’ figures, the auditors will 
be directed to find out all they can 
from the books and report to the 
Controller. Owing to the fact that 
the settlement cannot be made on 
Monday, Mr, Douglas will entertain 
no objection to Mr. Ryan making a 
tender to the State Treasurer of 
the amount of taxes appearing on the 
Controller's books, the tender to hold 
good until there has been a sgatis- 
factory settlement.

“Douglas asked if McDonald would 
object to Mr. Ryan tendering the check 
to him, so that, in the event of legal 
complications arising, the Treasurer 
could be a witness to prove that the 
tender had been made, but refused. 

“Mr. McDonald remarked that he saw 
no objection to this. The State Treas- 
utew says he will receive no money on 
behalf of the State, not alone a check, 
unless the same is accompanied by an 
order of the State Controller. The Con- 
troller cannot give his order until the 
settlement is made, which, from pres- 
ent indications, will be some time, if it 
is ever made without a court order. AS 
it is, the railroad has all the best of 
it. What the outcome of it will be re- 
mains to be seen. 

“Deputy Douglas left for San Fran- 
cisco this morning, to copy the railroad 
receipts. Since Controller Colgan’s ill- 
ness, which commenced two weeks ago, 
Douglas has had fult charge of the 
tax matter. Controller Colgan denied

Meeting of Fruit-growers at the 
Board of Trade Rooms. 


Sunday’s Local Happenings Briefly Summed 
Up—Points Purely Personal--Mr. 
Painter's Remains at Rest. 
 Brevitles. 


Some of the fruit-growers of Pasadena 
and vicinity have banded themselves 
into an association, which will be duly 
incorporated under the laws of the 
State, for mutual protection and benefit. 
The plans and aims of the organization 
have been fully set forth in these col- 
umns on more than one occasion, and 
the importance of united action tirged. 
Unfortunately, however, only a compar- 
atively few’ shares of stock have yet 
been subscribed, which indicates a 
strange lack of general interest among 
the growers in a subject that has to 
do with nothing less than the future 
success or failure of the orange- 
frowing industry in Southern Califor- 
nia. 

A statement of the aims and objects 
of the Pasadena association has been 
prepared and signed by President IL. 
M. Smythe and Secretary M. E. Wood, 
for the purpose of getting the growers 
interested and to attract a large at- 
tendance to an important meeting that 
will be held this (Monday) afternoon at 
the Board of Trade rooms. After briefly 
summing up the purposes of the organi- 
zation, it is stated that the Florida or- 
ange-growers, after suffering for years 
from lack of any uniform system in 
marketing their crops, finally estab- 
lished associations for handling their 
fruits, and, as a result, realized about 
$1.30 per box net to the growers for 
their crops last season. At San Jose, 
which is a leading center for deciduous 
fruits, they have had a. union estab- 
lished for two years, and they claim to 
have realized for their members about 
20 per cent. more for their fruit than 
have those not in the exchange. At 
Riverside the growers are more fully 
equipped for business; so, also, at Red- 
lands, Highlands, Colton, Ontario and 
other points in San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties. They are all fully 
organized, and well understand the ne- 
cessity for such a combine. It is stated 
that in some of these localities, 95 per 
cent. of the growers are in the ex- 
change. The statement adds that the

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Still Fighting Over the Santa 
Ana Postoffice Site. 


What the Press of the County Says About 
It—A. Hint Without a Kick—Gen- 
eral News0 Notes and 
Personals. 


While there has not been so much 
talk on the streets the past few days in 
regard to the matter of the location 
of the postoffice, as there was a week 
or more ago, the residents. of both 
ends of the city are working 
Trojans. Petitions are being circu- 
lated freely both to have the location 
remaine where it*is, and also to have 
it removed to where the government 
has already said it should go—to the 
French Operahouse building. AS a 
matter of news, that is particularly 
interesting to the citizens of Santa 
Ana, and of special interest to the 


the trend of the press, which is pre- 
sumed to be the pulse of the public, 
the following comments upon the mat- 
ter from the papers of-the city and 
county the past few days are given: 

(Orange News:) The Santa Ana post- 
office will be moved from its present 
quarters in the Spurgeon Block to the 
French Operahouse Block on January 
1, 1894. It will be placed in the store 
now occupied by F. L. Keith. 

(Anaheim Gazette:) Preparations had 
been made for changing the location 
of the Santa Ana postoffice from its 
present location in Spurgeon’s Block to 
French’s Operahouse, when orders were 
received suspending operations, and 
the removal fight has simmered down 
to a dispute between*East and West 
End factions. 

(Orange County Herald:) The wrangle 
over the location of the postoffice still 
continues, and the end is evidently not 
yet. Both sides seem to be pulling all 
the strings possible to win the battle 
and express confidence of success. 
Many persons say the city will soon 
have free delivery, and think the loca- 
tilon of the office is therefore of not 
very much consequence. 

(Santa Ana Blade:) The fight over 
the location of the postoffice has de- 
veloped a quite lively wrangle, and 
petitions are in motion on all sides. 
W. B. Hervey took one of these docu- 
ments up to Los Angeles on Satur- 
day, on behalf of the ‘location in the 
Opera Block. It seems as if the ques- 
tion might be, and should be decided, by 
an examination of the map of the city. 

(Orange Post:) “The city of Santa 
Ana is rent in twain over the postoffice 
site. The Eastenders got away with 
the works in fair and open competi- 
tion: now the Westenders are trying 
to»bring the administration to terms on 
political grounds. They ought to have 
put in their notice for sealed proposals 
the clause: ‘“‘No Republicans need ap- 
ply.” Some people are uncharitable 
enough to say that no notices at all 
were posted when the government made 
its last contract with ZUncle Billy,” 
there being a Democratic postmaster in 
office to aid in the suppression of com- 
petition. Be that as it may, the present 
cohtest seems to have been fairly won 
by the offer of the best premises for 
the lowest price. What more can a 
“civil service reform” administration, 
run on business principles, ask or ex- 
pect from a self-respecting commu- 
nity? 

A HINT WITHOUT A KICK. 

One of the local papers of the county 
follows up a matter mentioned in The 
Times about a week or ten days ago 
by the following paragraph: 

“The Earl Fruit Company is shipping 
two carloads of celery a day from the 
peat lands. It is expected that the crop 
will amount to 150 carloads, bringing 
an income of from $35,000 to $40,000 to 
the producers, who are Chinamen. It is 
thought the acreage will be doubled 
next year. Thus does the stolid heathen 
Chinee chip in and carry off the spoils, 
while his enlightened white brother 
grows poor while reasoning sagaciously 
concerning the cause of the hard times 
and the unsatisfactory state of the mar- 
kets.”’ 

It may be further stated that the 
fruit companies, some of them, in this 
county offered 5 cents more per bunch 
for the celery if white men would raise 
it, thus making a great inducement for 
white people to take hold of this grow- 
ing and profitable industry. But it 
seems that the average Orange-county 
laborer today prefers to discuss mat- 
ters pertaining to the defunct Bank of 
Anaheim, the deliberations of the grand 
jury, the location of the Santa Ana 
postoffice, or the general stringency in 
the local money market, and, when op- 
portunity affords, cuss his more indus- 
trious, although perhaps less beautiful, 
pig-tailed competitor fog the necessa- 
ries, as well as the luxuries, of life.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Matters That Will Come Up at To-day’s 
Session. 

The meeting of the City Council this 
morning promises to be of more than 


usual interest.’ There bas been con- 
siderable talk during the past week 
about the resignation of Maj. BE. &. 


Stern as a member of the Police Com- 
mission, and it is not beyond the range 
of possibilities that it may be pre- 
sented. it is known that for some 
days Maj. Stern has been considering 
the matter of giving up the position, but 
whether he is ready todo so at this time 
is not positively known. He may hold 
over for a short time, but his resigna- 
tion at any time would cause mo sur- 
price. In connection with a_ pessil le 
vacancy on the police board, the name 


of Walter S. Maxwell has heen men- 
tioned in certain quarters. It is not 
believed, however, that there is any 


danger of his selection, as the mem- 
bers of the Council cannot afford to 
vote for him, in view of his past record, 
even if any of them were so dispose¢. 
There has also been talk of resigna- 
tions from the fire commissioners, but 
it has been very indefinite. There is 
no question but what a majority of 
the councilmen are dissatisfied cover 
the appointment of Moriarty as chief, 
and as soo. as a suitable man is found 
they will insist on a change. which 
they will have, even if it involves the 
removal of members of the board. The 
members of the Counéil argue that 
they ere responsible to the people for 
the proper conduct of the affairs of the 
city, and that they would be held to 
account by the people in case of heavy 
loss by fire for permitting the commis- 
sioners to appoint as head of the de- 
partment a2 man physically incapable 
of attending to the duties devolving 
upon him. It is admitted that the po- 
sition is a difficult one to fill, but it is 
believed that a suitable man can be 
found, 

It is expected that the question of 
the proposed abandonment of the sys- 
tem of taxing merchants for licenses 
will be brought before the City Coun- 


cil today. It is claimed by some peo- 
ple that, by means of this system, 
some of those not owning property 


here, but whe live here, may be made 
to contribute a share toward the sup- 
port of the municipal government. It 
is argued that the merchants in reality 
do not pay the tax, but get encugh 
higher prices for at least a part of 
their goods to make up for this tax. 
On the other hand, it is claimed the 
merchants do not charge any higher 
prices on this account, and this tax is 
ut-s unjust burden upon them. The 
matter will naturally be referred to the 
Finance Committee for investigation 
as to whether there be siffictent funds 
in the treasury to run the remainder 
of the year without the license tax. 


The action of the Council om this ques- | 


tion will be awaited witi interest. 
Ex-Street Superintendent Hutchinson 
at the last meeting of the Council 
given one week's further time in which 
to explain the apparent shortage in his 
books, and it is expevted he will re- 
port today. Mr. Baldwin, chief deputy 
uder Mr. Hutchinson, has been at 
work during the week, and it is learned 
that almost the ertire apparent short- 
age bas been accounted for. The 
amount has been, it is said, reduced 
from about $4600 to a little over $300, 


with a prospect of further cutting this f 


down $200, leaving only about $100 
unaccounted for. The work has been 
very tedious, for the reason that many 
of the receipts and stub-books ‘have 
disappeared, and’ it has been neces- 
sary to dig up the receipts in the hands 
of parties to whom the money had 
been paid. It is believed that every 
cent can be accounted for, the only 
shortage being the amount of the fees 
for making out certificates and deeds, 
which Mr. Hutchinson stated he al- 
lowed his deputies to keep, under the 
impression that they were entitled 
to it. 

The question of what to do about 
the existing bad condition of the old 
City Jail, whieh usually is brought up 
about once in so often, was last’ Mon- 
day referred to the Building Committee, 
‘nd there will now be an opportunity 
to see if anvthine will be done about 
the matter this time. 

The City Engineer is expected to pre- 
sent a report in regard to the system 
of distributing pipes owned by the City 
Water Company. 

The Board of Public Works will pre- 
sent a report stating that in the mat- 
ter of the request to investigate as to 
the advisibility of opening a street be- 
tween Seventh and Orange streefs, on 
or about the line of Figueroa street, that 
2 public necessity requires a street to 
be opened at or near that point. This 
matter has a number of times been 
brought to the attention of previous 
Councils, without- any action being 
taken, amd it remains to be seen 
whether anything will now be done 
about
